12 Not-So-Angry Jurors 

OC jury sanctions Fullerton police killing of Kelly Thomas

M inutes after Jan. 13 verdicts that 
elated two former Fullerton 
Police Department cops charged 
in the beating death of Kelly Thomas, a 
defeated District Attorney Tony Rack- 
auckas stood in 
front of a bank of 
television news 
cameras and nearly 
three dozen report¬ 
ers in hopes of 
making a graceful 
exit from a court¬ 
house disaster. 

Rackauckas—a 
conservative, law- 
and-order Repub¬ 
lican-declared 
that he 

accepted the jury’s relatively 
swift, eight-hour rejection of 
his charges against Manuel 
Ramos and Jay Cicinelli, and he 
floated a sales pitch: He’d suc¬ 
ceeded because his goal was for 
a citizen’s panel representing the 
community to decide if the brutal 
police killing of the 37-year-old, 
homeless man in July 2011 had 
been reasonable. 

“The police have to be account¬ 
able to the community,” said the 
four-term DA, who insisted he 
stands by his decision to make 
history by flling a second-degree 
murder charge against Ramos, 
who instigated the fatal encounter 
with the schizophrenic suspect, as 
well as lesser charges against Cici¬ 
nelli, who used the butt of a Taser 
gun to crush a restrained Thomas’ 
facial bones. 

Prior to the Thomas killing, no 
police officer in Orange County his¬ 
tory had been charged with murder 
for on-duty conduct. When Rack¬ 
auckas announced charges 845 days 
before these verdicts, I called it one of 
his flnest moments because—though we 
have outstanding, decent cops in every 
department—our county also has a long, 
disgraceful history of law-enforcement 
officials covering up sickening cases of 
police corruption. 

Now, from what transpired inside 
Judge William R. Froeberg’s lOth-floor, 
Santa Ana courtroom, it isn’t hyperbole 
to say that OC juries will let thug cops 
get away with murder—even when such 
attacks are captured on video surveil¬ 
lance cameras. 

“They got away with murdering my 
son,” a weeping Cathy Thomas told 
reporters while wiping away tears with a 
tissue. “It just isn’t fair at all.” 

John Barnett, seasoned attorney for 
accused dirty cops and Ramos’ repre¬ 
sentative, told the biggest whoppers 
of the trial, including that prosecutors 


conspired with four dishonest doctors to 
frame the defendants and that Thomas 
posed a violent, lethal threat that neces¬ 
sitated deadly force by officers. He also 
claimed the seven-minute police beat¬ 
ing did not cause the death that imme¬ 
diately followed it. In his alternative 
world, the cause of death is forever an 
unsolved mystery. 

Barnett took the expected victory lap 
in front of reporters after the verdicts. 
“The jury clearly understood the law 
and the facts,” he said after aggressively 
walking up to the media microphones on 
the second floor of the courthouse and 
crowding out Ron Thomas, the distressed 
father of the victim. “I thought we had 


uniform and risk their lives. 

There’s nothing original about the 
tactic we can call the Colonel Nathan R. 
Jessup defense from A Few Good Men: “I 
have neither the time nor the inclination 
to defend myself to a man who rises and 
sleeps under the blanket of the freedom 
that I provide, and then questions the 
manner in which I provide it!” 

But the DA did rightly question the 
killing of Thomas because it was (to any¬ 
one being honest) savagely unnecessary, 
and while police officers in California 
enjoy extraordinary, special rights, they 
don’t yet have codifled, blanket immunity. 

Rackauckas’ error wasn’t botching a 



very good facts on our side.” 

Sadly, the truth is that Barnett and co¬ 
counsel Michael Schwartz likely could 
have limited their high-priced utterances 
to the assertion of a lone fact—their cli¬ 
ents had been on-duty cops during the 
killing—then sat down in silence for the 
remainder of the trial and reaped the 
same results. 

The defense lawyers know the quick¬ 
est way to Orange County jurors’ hearts 
is to remind them, as Barnett continu¬ 
ously did, that the defendants patrolled 
the—don’t laugh—“mean streets of 
Fullerton,” kept the public safe from 
hoodlums and didn’t deserve to be sec¬ 
ond-guessed on “split-second decisions” 
about using deadly force. 

To reinforce that strategy during their 
closing arguments, Barnett and Schwartz 
growled in theatrical contempt that the 
DA had the nerve to question cops who, 
they said, get up every morning, put on a 


cross-examination. He didn’t for¬ 
get to call an important, trial-altering wit¬ 
ness. Some may say he should have filed 
only excessive-force counts and avoided 
the more sensational murder charge. 

In truth, he mistakenly believed he 
had a fair chance to convince a jury 
inside our cop-loving county to hold 
police accountable. 

I’ve witnessed a juror (elderly, white 
male) walk up to a police officer after his 
acquittal for beating a handcuffed sus¬ 
pect seated in the back of a patrol car in 
Anaheim and say he thought the officer 
should have beaten the Latino suspect 
more severely. 

In another case, a white-male-domi¬ 
nated OC jury refused to And an on-duty 
Irvine cop guilty of any crime after he 
turned off the GPS device in the trunk of 
his patrol vehicle, drove to the Captain 
Cream strip club, waited for a certain 
stripper to leave in the wee hours of the 
morning, tailed her out of his jurisdic¬ 


tion and into Laguna Beach, pulled her 
over on a dark section of the highway for 
an imaginary traffic infraction, and—you 
can’t make this up—ejaculated on her. 

Like injustices from the past, the 
Kelly Thomas verdicts will add to grow¬ 
ing community frustration. During the 
DA’s post-verdict press conference, 
members of “Kelly’s Army” didn’t back 
Ron Thomas’ praise for the prosecu¬ 
tion or hide their anger that pending 
charges against Joseph Wolfe, another 
cop involved in the case, will be dropped. 
They interrupted Rackauckas’ remarks 
and yelled statements such as “There 
was no passion [during the 
trial],” “The lion lost its teeth,” 
“Nobody’s safe now” and “We 
believed in you!” 

Walking away surrounded 
by key assistants and several 
bodyguards, a somber Rack¬ 
auckas shook his head, rolled 
his eyes and said, “Gosh, it 
doesn’t take long, does it?” 

In contrast, a smiling Cici¬ 
nelli reacted as noisily as 
though his favorite football 
team had scored a winning 
touchdown when the court 
clerk read the last of the 
four “not guilty” verdicts. 

His relief is understand¬ 
able. While Ramos spent the 
entire trial looking smug, 
Cicinelli often appeared 
worried. He stared away 
from jurors during the intro¬ 
duction of audio evidence 
proving he bragged to other 
cops about “smashing” 
Thomas’ face “to hell.” 

With the trial now part 
of history, let’s return to 
the legitimate question asked 
by grandmothers and dentists and truck 
drivers and businessmen and housewives 
and students during weeks of intense 
protests at the Fullerton PD in the wake 
of the killing: 

Is it okay for six veteran cops to claim 
they couldn’t figure out how to control 
the limbs of a smaller, weaker subject 
already on the ground and needed to 
kick, punch and stomp the unarmed man 
to death? 

David Whiting, an Orange County 
Register columnist prone to bootlicking 
police on a regular basis, provided his 
answer: “Regardless of Kelly Thomas 
verdicts. Orange County holds its head 
high.” That was written by the same 
journalist who at the outset incredibly 
described the one-sided, fatal police 
assault as a “tussle.” 

I’m guessing more than a few of you 
fellow residents aren’t so proud of this 
county today.

This is how I introduce 
X ^ myself to Nadia Maria Davis 
Lockyer, though Tve known her a long 
time. It’s been at least 15 years, since back 
when this paper and she were young, back 
when we gladly, gratefully and, in one case, 
wonderfully used each other. 

Because of that, she has agreed to meet 
me at the coffeehouse across from her 
son’s school. There have been other calls, 
other requests, she says—“Oprah’s network 
and 20/20”—but she’s turned them down. 
Still, there has been a part of her that has, 
since that night in the motel where Nadia 
says she was assaulted, yearned to give 
her side of things. That wasn’t possible 
then—law enforcement took her immedi¬ 
ately to treatment where she remained for 
a month and a half, unable to communicate 
while the man she says assaulted her and 
introduced her to meth and blackmailed 
her with two sex tapes was free to talk to 
whoever he wanted. 

“They printed all his words,” she says, 
“and I got suicidal.” 

She had taken a seat near the cof¬ 
feehouse door, and I walked over and 
extended my hand. I had never actually 
met her, not in person. She had always been 
a name (Nadia Maria Davis, Nadia Davis 
Lockyer), a name and an issue (education, 
Arthur Carmona, Santa Ana), a name and a 
description (beautiful, young, committed), 
a name and a relationship (AVally Davis’ 
daughter. Bill Lockyer’s wife), a name and a 
promise (star, someday, soon). 

The Nadia I shook hands with looked 
very different from the one I had seen 
weeks before in a local news report from 
a Northern California station. She had 
appeared pale and uncomfortable going 
through the compulsory paces of TV 
news—Here I am, walking by myself, for no 
apparent reason, directly toward a film crew 
Fm pretending to not notice—md she spoke 
about how happy she was to be in Long 
Beach, how the focus of her life was her 
son, Diego, how grateful she was that her 
sister, Anja, had called the cops when she 
discovered that Nadia had drug parapher¬ 
nalia in the bedroom she shared with her 
son in Anja’s home.

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This Nadia looked and sounded 
healthier. Her handshake was firm. When 
I invited her to sit at my table, she walked 
confidently, set down her purse, leaned 
forward and began to talk. I leaned for¬ 
ward and listened. We remained like 
that for two and a half hours, my mouth 
sometimes tumbling agape, her hands 
sometimes cradling her head, the two of 
us acting out what must have appeared 
to the patrons of Viento y Agua to be the 
most intense eHarmony date ever. 

I did notice something she had spoken 
about on the phone before our meet¬ 
ing: the right side of her face, despite 
the makeup, was noticeably bruised, the 
result of a rollerblading accident, and I 
wondered about the odds of someone 
metaphorically hitting bottom also doing 
so on their face. Also, rollerblading? 

Sometimes she apologized for going on 
too long, sometimes for going in too many 
directions. She paused only to check 
whether it was time to place herself on 
the playground bench at Diego’s school. 
He expects her to be sitting on the bench 
every afternoon when he rounds the last 
school building, and nothing in her day 
takes precedent over that. 

“When I was arrested, when they 
took me away, I remember he was on the 
couch; I can see his elbows on the back 
of the couch, watching them taking me 
away, looking into his eyes. That tore me 
to pieces. Since then, I’ve been hyper- 
vigilant with him that if I say I’m going to 
be somewhere, I am.” 

So this had been the one ground 
rule for this interview: We break for 
the bench. 

Besides that, she talked. She talked 
and talked, apologizing intermittently 
for talking so much, then went on to talk 
about why she needed to talk so much. 

In Heart of Darkness, Marlow says of 
Kurtz’s widow: “She talked as thirsty men 
drink.” Nadia Lockyer is parched. She 
gulps mouthfuls of what happened and 
what were you thinking and where do you 
go from here. 

Kurtz’s widow was blissfully unaware 
of the monster her beloved had become, 
his actions inexplicable, unrecognizable, 
seemingly impossible to reconcile with 
anyone who had known him. So it goes for 
many who knew Nadia before she headed 
north. That Nadia, the one with a ceiling 
so high that offices such as senator and 
governor weren’t mentioned as what-ifs 
but whens, would fiame out so absurdly 
dark and spectacular seemed inconceiv¬ 
able. Also, meth? Seriously? Meth? 

She herself seems, at times, surprised, 
and it is not uncommon when talking about

about a 17-year-old boy named Arthur 
Paul Carmona who had been wrongly 
imprisoned for a robbery he didn’t com¬ 
mit. After the story ran, we began to run 
somewhat regular updates on the case. 
Increasingly around the office, the name 
“Nadia” would pop up, not only because 
she had taken the lead in trying to get 
Carmona out, but because she was only 
27 and the daughter of the legendary 
civil-rights lawyer Wally Davis, who had 
successfully argued the landmark 1968 
California State Supreme Court case 
that Santa Ana’s then-English-language 
achievement tests were inappropriate 
for Spanish-speaking students. The case 
ended wrongful placement of Latino 
children in classes for the mentally dis¬ 
abled because they scored poorly on tests 
written in a language they hadn’t learned. 
Carmona’s mother, Ronnie Sandoval, 
didn’t know any of that when Nadia 
approached her at a Los Amigos meeting. 

“She came up to me afterward and 
said she was going to try to help,” Ron¬ 
nie says. “I thought that was very nice, 
but she was so young—a girl. She had just 
graduated, but I always had confidence in 
her because she seemed to grasp all the 
complexity of the case immediately. I was 
so impressed. She was the one I’d always 


confide in, and she’s a lot younger than I 
am. But, emotionally, she was older than 
her age, wise beyond her years.” 

The youngest of seven tight-packed 
siblings—nine years separate the bunch— 
Nadia grew up in a home of brilliant indi¬ 
viduals who tended toward volatility. Her 
father’s heavy drinking would eventually 
lead her mother, Irmgard, to abandon her 
husband temporarily for Germany, leav¬ 
ing a then-I3-year-old Nadia to rush home 
from school every day to keep house and 
cook dinner for her father. Whether the 
need to nurture was natural or forced 
upon her can be debated, but the fact is 
that by the time she did her undergrad 
at UCLA and went through Loyola Law 
School, a pattern had been set. During 
those times of intense studies, she also 
always found time to lobby for immigra¬ 
tion rights and ethnic studies programs 
while helping at-risk, low-income youth 
stay in school. 

Ronnie likes to tell the story of going 
to visit Nadia in the hospital in 1999, after 
Nadia had been involved in a horrific 
accident that almost killed her. A big rig 
hit the car Nadia was driving on the Long 
Beach Freeway with such force that it 
broke 22 of her bones and caused bleed-

some of the unfortunate choices she has 
made to talk about what “Nadia” did, what 
“Nadia” was thinking. In fact, she talks 
about “Nadia” when talking about the per¬ 
son people assumed she was or expected 
she’d become. Yes, she talks about “Nadia” 
making horrible decisions, but also “Nadia” 
who has a genuine love and passion and 
desire for helping individuals. 

Then again, she says it was that desire 
that was twisted and eventually used to 
try to destroy her and her family.

ing on the brain. The accident would 
initiate chronic pain that Nadia would try 
to self-medicate with alcohol—usually 
wine. It was her struggles to deal with 
the lingering outcomes of the accident 
that would, one day, lead her to a hospital 
pain-management program in which she 
would meet the man who would intro¬ 
duce her to meth. That, of course, was 
unknowable to any of them when Ronnie 
walked into Nadia’s room. 

Ronnie recalls finding Nadia’s bed cov¬ 
ered in photos and documents pertaining 
to Arthur and his case. “Everyone in that 
hospital knew about Arthur,” Ronnie says. 
“I remember her so frail and thin and in 
excruciating pain, but not even that could 
deter her from fighting for Arthur. That’s 
when I just stood in awe of her.” 

The previous year, Nadia had worked 
on the legal team that preserved Loretta 
Sanchez’s congressional victory over 
conservative hellion Robert Dornan; the 
same year she took on the Carmona case, 
Nadia would run for and be elected to 
a term on the Santa Ana Unified School 
District Board of Trustees. It seemed she 
was everywhere and always, according 
to this progressive paper, on the right 
side of things. Not to mention the side 
that tended to win—Carmona was exon¬ 
erated in 2000. She freed the innocent, 
advocated for the downtrodden and had 
helped slay the boogieman Dornan, who 
once complimented the Weekly by calling 
us the “nexus of evil.” 


And she was beautiful. It got so that if 
a reporter was known to have spoken to 
her in person, he would be quizzed in the 
office as to what she was really like, what 
she said and how she said it. 

It turned out the California Attorney 
General was asking questions, too. Bill 
Lockyer first came into contact with his 
future wife at a Democratic Party func¬ 
tion. When he asked a mutual friend 
about her, the friend, Nadia says, told 
Lockyer, “No, no, no, no! We’ve all tried 
that one. Forget it.” 

But Lockyer had something the others 
didn’t; he could speak Nadia Davis’ par¬ 
ticular language of love: policy. In those 
years, there was little that existed for 
Nadia outside of government regulation, 
legal procedure and various other forms 
of wonkiness. Their first dinners together 
were spent talking about such things and 
led to talk of other things that led, even¬ 
tually, to Nadia married and pregnant and 
driving up north in a Prius, a wedding 
present from her new husband. 

Since the two had done a good job of 
keeping their relationship secret, the 
2003 marriage shocked many, including 
us at the Weekly, who may have belied 
some bitterness in the somewhat- 
indelicate manner we chose to describe 
the union. 

“You called us ‘Beauty and the Beast,”’ 
Bill Lockyer says. “Uh-huh. Beauty. And 
the beast. I remember that one.” 

There were other things that caught 
people’s eye, of course. One being that 
Lockyer was 30 years her senior—he was 
59 to her 29 at the time of their wed¬ 


ding—and that he had a daughter older 
than Nadia. (For a long time, Nadia says, 
she had assumed Bill was no more than 
a dozen years older than her and was 
“shocked” to learn of their three-decade 
difference.) Many more speculated what 
kind of bargain had been made between 
the two and how far it would go. One 
paper called it a “match made in politi¬ 
cal heaven”; another said it was the first 
marriage in which the dowry promised 
a political office. Okay, so they weren’t 
unique or the funniest things ever writ¬ 
ten, but the point was that a particular 
kind of monster appeared to be being 
built: a female. Latino candidate at a time 
when women and Latinos had begun to 
sway elections and would soon threaten 
to destroy the Republican Party. 

She was also a female. Latino candidate 
with a progressive pedigree, impeccable 
credentials, and now power bases in both 
southern and northern California. And 
her strongest supporter and ally—and 
husband—was the state’s sawiest and 
most successful politician, a man who 
served 25 years in the state Legislature 
before going on to serve two terms as 
attorney general and state treasurer. It 
all seemed so perfect and planned and 
clean—which, of course, is the way people 
love to define other people’s lives. It’s 
never true, of course, life being one messy 
slog. And indeed, so it was for the new 
Mrs. Lockyer, who suddenly felt herself 
cut off and lonely. 

“I remember what people were say¬ 
ing or thinking, but to this day, I totally 
believe we got married because we 



were in love,” Nadia says. “But it was 
such a strange experience. One day, 
I’m in Southern California, where my 
whole life is—Orange County, UCLA— 
and then bam! I’m up north where I 
don’t know anyone, and I’m feeling 
completely isolated.” 

She had told Bill she dearly wanted 
to have a second child, but she says he 
“would not even talk about it.” That is, 
until 2009, when, she says, he suddenly

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announced he wanted one. The change of 
heart actually angered her—she thought 
it rather cavalier of a man to announce 
his decision to a 38-year-old woman. Still, 
they got pregnant. Unfortunately, Nadia 
would suffer a miscarriage four and a half 
months into the pregnancy. 

Though others seemed to be con¬ 
vinced how her life would be and what 
direction it would follow, Nadia says she 
almost immediately lost sight of who 
she and her family were. Diego had been 
born five months into their marriage. Bill 
had always strove in his own life to be as 
normal as possible, so they attempted to 
be a regular, working family, albeit one 
containing two people seen as possible 
lead occupants of the governor’s man¬ 
sion. Though she was working full-time 
for the Alameda County Family Justice 
Center, Bill still wanted his wife and 
child with him, which usually meant 
jumping on a plane every weekend with 
a newborn, something that soon began to 
wear on her. 

“Bill is very private; he likes to keep 
his life normal,” she says. “We would sit 
in the normal line at Southwest. We were 
the Lockyers, but my personal life was 
as normal as it could be. Well, except I 
wasn’t Nadia anymore. I was The young 
wife of...’ I just had to keep running 
just to stand still. I was a mother with no 
help, and I began to get tired of changing 
into my gala dress in airport restrooms. 
Once, we were supposed to go to brunch 
with Al Gore, and we were late and had to 
change Diego’s diapers, and I end up get¬ 
ting some stuff on my clothes. And as I’m 
on my knees, trying to deal with all this, 

I hear Bill behind me say, ‘Nadia, I’d like 
you to meet Al Gore.’ And all I can think 
is T just want a normal life.’ I probably 
should have put my foot down.” 

Lockyer allows that he can be demand¬ 
ing when it comes to how he wants to 
live his life. 

“My wife correctly accuses me of 
being a control freak,” he says. “Politi¬ 
cians try to control variables; poets 
invent new ones.” 

Then again, Nadia seemed to embrace 
the lifestyle and pace Bill set when she 
announced in 2010 she would be running 
for a seat on the Alameda County Board 
of Supervisors. It was an announcement 
political reporters such as Steven Tava¬ 
res, who runs and reports for the East 
Bay Citizen, had been expecting, yet one 
he remembers welcoming with a kind of 
excitement he didn’t associate with poli¬ 
tics in the area. 

“I was there when she made her 
announcement because I decided that 
I wanted personally to get in on the 
ground fioor,” Tavares says. “She was 
going to be a U.S. senator or governor of 
the state, and yet we really didn’t know 
that much about her. She was, until 
then, the trophy wife of Bill Lockyer. But 
everyone knew she had everything for 
a successful career, that she was going 
to have every resource, have everything 
greased for her. And that was confirmed 
the night she announced. 

“They rented out this building in Hay¬ 
ward-right there, that wasn’t normal,” 
Tavares continues. “[Former California 
Democratic Party chairman] Art Torres 
was there, all of Bill’s cronies, old guys, 
were there on one side. On the other were 


all the young people attracted by Nadia. 
They looked like they had wandered into 
an Elks lodge. I remember there was this 
group of young women—they looked at 
[Nadia] like she was Madonna, a rock 
star. She had a magnetic feel to her, and 
everyone wanted to get close to her. The 
only thing that didn’t seem to fit was that 
when she got up to speak, it got weird. 

She came across as really shy and uncom¬ 
fortable. She seemed to struggle. At the 
time, I just chalked it up to nerves, but 
later, it seemed to make sense.” 

T hat Nadia would win the elec¬ 
tion was a foregone conclusion. 
Though her opponent was well- 
known state Senator—and former love 
interest of Bill Lockyer’s—Liz Figueroa, 
Nadia had an enormous spending advan¬ 
tage, about lO-to-I. 

“Bill Lockyer bought the seat,” Tavares 
says. “She had $1.5 million; you could run 
10 [supervisor] campaigns here for that 
kind of money.” 

Nadia won easily, but almost imme¬ 
diately, that weird feeling Tavares had 
about Nadia returned. Just six months 
into her first term, he tweeted that she 
looked skinny and unhealthy. By the sum¬ 
mer of 2011, he had begun to ask around if 
she had an eating disorder. 

“She was this tiny person,” he says, 

“and she was disappearing.” 

What Tavares didn’t know was that 
during the campaign, in the summer of 
2010, she had deemed it necessary to 
check into a hospital chemical-depen¬ 
dency program. The pain from her bad 
car accident was still with her, as was the 
stress of campaigning, and she believed 
it wise to check the issue immediately. 

It was there that she met a construction 
worker and fellow addict named Stephen 
Chikhani. Even in rehab, Nadia had a 
hard time turning down pro bono stuff. 

“He was in the program, and I kind 
of became a mentor to him,” Nadia says. 
“You know, ‘keep your head up’ kind of 
stuff. I told his dad about changes [to the 
three-strikes law] that came with Propo¬ 
sition 36. His dad was so grateful and 
asked me to help him out. Ha! 

“After he got out,” she continues, 

“he told me, ‘I’m falling in love with 
you. I told him, ‘No, that can’t be.’ And 
that, I thought, was that. The campaign 
began, and when I won, he texted and 
put on my Facebook, ‘You won!’ I still 
kind of mentored him, in part, because 
at the core of my recovery, I had to feel 
I was doing some good in the world. I 
really believed I was a source of hope 
for this man.” 

But the relationship soon turned 
romantic, with Chikhani pledging to give 
Nadia the baby she wanted. It also had 
become toxic. Chikhani would threaten 
suicide, and, Nadia says, she had to twice 
talk him out of jumping off the Golden 
Gate Bridge. It was Chikhani, she says, 
who introduced her to meth—something 
she admits to trying, naively believing it 
to be no different than smoking a joint. 
Nadia claims she eventually broke it off 
with Chikhani, but he refused to go away 
and began to stalk her. 

And then, on Feb. 3, 2012, about a 
year into her stint as a supervisor, the 
news broke.

“She had begun to be a little more 
absent from meetings than normal, you 
know, missing a lot of meetings,” Tava¬ 
res says. “And then the story comes out: 
Nadia Lockyer got into a fight with her 
boyfriend last night... Boyfriend?” 

That day, she and Bill argued. Bill, 
who had become aware of his wife’s 
extramarital relationship, one she had 
said she had ended, asked why she was 
still in contact with Chikhani. Compli¬ 
cating and generally uglifying matters 
was the fact that Chikhani had made two 
sex tapes and given them to Lockyer, 
threatening to blackmail his wife if she 
didn’t pay to buy the tapes. 

“Bill was very angry,” Nadia says. 


says, those screen grabs are the most 
popular thing on the site, accounting 
for about 10 percent of East Bay Citi¬ 
zen's total traffic. Tavares says he saw 
the tapes before they were taken off the 
Internet and describes what they show 
as “sad. It’s not a sexy tape. She’s deep 
into drugs; you can see it. She’s just a 
zombie; her lights are not on. It’s very 
creepy. You could argue that [Chikhani] 
just wanted to get something on her to 
control her. It’s really awful.” 

Legal officials decided against pros¬ 
ecuting Chikhani, in part because Nadia 
let him into the room, in part because 
she saw him after the incident, in part 
because she was using drugs, and in part 
because Chikhani can be seen putting 
his hands around Nadia’s neck in the sex 
tape. When you talk to her today about 



“He said, ‘Why have you been talking to 
him? Why don’t you just go ahead and 
commit suicide?”’ 

Nadia left home and checked into a 
hotel with Diego, she says, looking for “a 
peaceful place.” Chikhani soon showed 
up—he says he was summoned by Nadia, 
but she says he arrived unannounced 
and unwanted. The police would soon be 
called to find Nadia with bumps on the 
back of her head and marks on her neck. 
She says Chikhani had attacked her in 
front of her son. Chikhani would say it 
was the other way around and pointed to 
a torn shirt as proof 

The story exploded around the Bay 
Area and filtered down to Southern 
California. Tavares wrote about the story 
on his website and posted some screen 
grabs of the sex tapes. To this day, he 


the decision to not prosecute, she is 
more likely to get angry, though thera¬ 
pists have urged her to give up her anger 
and move on. Then again, they have told 
her that Chikhani’s abuse of her was 
so great that she will be dealing with a 
form of post-traumatic stress for the rest 
of her life. She found out about the deci¬ 
sion while in rehab, and it left her only 
feeling hopeless. 

“I had reached out to a man to help,” 
she says now. “He used that good part 
of my heart, figured out a way he was 
going to profit from that. I had spent 
my professional life telling people to 
believe in the justice system; I [kept] 
telling that to Arthur. But when I found 
out they weren’t going to prosecute 
[Chikhani], it was like there was noth¬ 
ing left to believe in for me; it went 
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against everything my dad had taught 
me about the world. I felt like I didn’t 
belong here.” 

It was around this time that Nadia— 
who by then had resigned as a county 
supervisor—was found by personnel 
at the rehab center tearing and tying 
together sheets with the intention of 
hanging herself from a balcony. It wasn’t 
the last time she considered it. When she 
relapsed in her sister’s home in August 
2012 and was taken to OC Jail, feeling 
like “a bad woman, bad mom, bad elected 
official” and still having nightmares about 
Chikhani, she began planning another 
attempt until her sister Sabrina inter¬ 
vened and had officials place her on a 
24-hour suicide watch. 

Bill, caring for Diego, had announced 
his intention to divorce his wife. He is not 
one to show emotion or like to get stuck 
in it, but all of the turmoil had worn him 
down. When Nadia asked him to defend 
her in the press while she was in rehab, 
she says he answered, “You’re a crazy 
bitch; why would I help you?” 

He would eventually change his mind 
about the divorce; he saw how serious 
his wife was about her recovery, and 
“there were weeks when we were apart 
that I realized how much I loved her and 
that I should keep the family together,” 
he says. 

The couple moved into a condo in Long 
Beach, and Nadia completed nearly a year 
in rehab. It allowed her to finally stop and 
consider what had happened to her. She 
realized that everything in her life had 
been moving too fast, including the loss 
of it. She had lost the baby, and then, in 
2008, received the news that Arthur Car¬ 
mona had been killed when he was hit by 
a car while trying to break up a fight. She 
was on the phone in her kitchen, and the 
weight of it knocked her to the ground, 
which is where Diego found her. 

“He asked me why I was crying. I didn’t 
know how to explain it to a child, so I said, 
‘There was this little boy I helped, and 
he’s gone to heaven, and he’s not going to 
be there to hug anymore.’ And, sitting in 
front of me on the kitchen fioor, he said, 
‘Mommy, don’t cry; I’m going to bring that 
little boy back to life for you.’” 

Her own mentally ill brother, whom 
she had taken in and cared for, attempted 
suicide himself. Nadia found him and 
remembers feeling his cheek to find it as 
cool as Arthur’s when she had touched it 
during the viewing. 

“It had been just one thing after 
another for so long, and I just kept going,” 
she says. “That’s one of the reasons I 
started using [meth], so I could work 
harder, so I could stay up, so I could be 
Wonder Woman.” 

T he Lockyers enjoyed a wonderful 
Christmas 2013, hosted by Nadia. 
She welcomed guests, made a 
huge Christmas dinner, and, most of all, 
reveled in the time with her son. Just 
the year before, her Christmas time with 
Diego had been limited to a brief visit 
at the treatment center. Now they were 
all there—mother, father and son—like a 
normal family. 

“We were all together,” Bill says. “It 
was very different. And wonderful.” 

He has chosen to move on from any 
past hurt. He sees a therapist once a 


month and accepts “whatever my inad¬ 
equacies as a husband did to contribute 
to my wife’s misdeeds.” 

Nadia says she accepts her role in all of 
this. She’s grateful that Bill is so patient, 
she says, since “[I’ve been] pretty crazy. 

I kinda tell myself I owe him several 
decades of a lot of patience.” She admits 
to holding onto some resentments for 
him not defending her in a manner she 
deemed appropriate, but, she says, “I 
have regrets; he has regrets. There’s no 
way we could recover if we just got stuck 
in our resentment.” 

Her greatest anger seems reserved for 
those officials who decided to not prose¬ 
cute Chikhani for what he did to not only 
her, but also Diego that night. She says 
her son has shown a remarkable resil¬ 
iency considering all he has been forced 
to endure. The only vestige of any trauma 
is that he gets nervous when he can’t hear 
his mother from another room. 

“He was in the room next door [in the 
motel], and I couldn’t respond; that’s why 
I started screaming, so he could hear,” she 
says. “Ever since that time, whenever I’m 
in another room, he’ll say, ‘Mommy?’ and 
I answer right away, ‘Yeah.’ And he’ll say, 
‘Just checking.’” 

Bill will soon end his second term 
as treasurer and take a position with 
an Orange County law firm. Nadia says 
she’s eager to get back to work, ideally in 
something that would help those strug¬ 
gling with addiction who have also been 
victims of violence. 

Among the significant changes she has 
made are matching feather tattoos atop 
one foot and behind her left ear. The ink 
was important for her, she says, to honor 
her Native American heritage, but it also 
seems a not-all-that-subtle announce¬ 
ment that she is done with politics, at 
least running for office. Tattoos on your 
head don’t win statewide elections. 

She attends daily AA meetings and 
knows her sobriety is a tenuous thing to 
manage. As for her marriage, she says she 
wants to stay married to Bill, and anyone 
who has ever been married knows that, 
no matter the circumstance, that’s also a 
tenuous thing to manage. 

“I would put everything on Nadia over¬ 
coming and getting through all of this,” 
Ronnie Sandoval says. “She’s such a deter¬ 
mined person, such an awesome girl. I 
would not have kept going [when fighting 
to get Arthur out of prison] if it wasn’t for 
her. There were so many times I wanted 
to quit, and she just wouldn’t let me. She’d 
say, ‘We’re going to get through this,’ and 
she made me believe it.”

She talks about 
that, about being herself—“I’ve always been 
the daughter of, the wife of.. .’’—adds a 
shout-out for her son’s developing cursive 
talent and finishes with “It’s weird to be a 
house mom.” 

She then looks at the time and abruptly 
announces, “I gotta go,” standing and 
sweeping up her purse in one smooth 
motion. I extend my hand, and she 
shakes it. 

“Hmmmm,” she says. “That was a lot, 
wasn’t it?”

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Red O No You Didn’t! 


In search of good Mexican food at Rick Bayless’ new in Fashion Island restaurant

I t was high noon on a sunny but brisk 
Newport Beach day. The Bentleys 
gleamed in the valet lot. I was first to 
arrive. Then Dave Lieberman in a sport 
coat. Then Gustavo Arellano. We’d 
agreed to eat at Red O together, the 
second outpost of Rick Bayless’ con¬ 
troversial restaurant, which debuted 
last month in Fashion Island. The con¬ 
troversy came nearly four years ago, 
when Bayless—in anticipation of Red 
O’s opening in LA—said in interviews 
he was intrigued “how the true flavors 
of Mexico” would play in Southern 
California. To some, the careless state¬ 
ment sounded ignorant to our area’s 
ready stock of regional Mexican food 
specialists; to others, it was downright 
insulting. During a talk at a fund-raiser, 
Pulitzer Prize-winning critic Jonathan 
Gold poked fun at it. Provoked, an 
angry Bayless bit back in what became 
known in the annals of food-blogging 
history as the Gold and Bayless Food 
Fight of 2010. 

Which brings us to now, when Gus¬ 
tavo, who attended that fund-raiser 
and wrote the blog post that sparked 
the Gold vs. Bayless spat, was joined 
by your humble scribe and Dave, a man 
who spends nearly every other week¬ 
end eating and drinking in Mexico for 
our award-winning, online Tijuana Si! 
column. We came with open minds, as 
well as elevated expectations. Bayless, 
after all, won the only season of Top 
Chef Masters anyone actually watched, 
is a prolific cookbook author and pre¬ 
sides over one of the most successful 
restaurant empires in Chicago. Even 
his most ardent detractors, especially 
Weekly contributor and food blogger Bill 
Esparza, will concede that the man is 
“an outstanding chef.” 

In the lobby, a room surrounded by 
tequila bottles, I asked Dave for his 
thoughts on one particular bottle with 
what looked like a plain, hand-typed 
label. “That’s $10 tequila in a $20 bottle,” 
Dave huffed. Most of the money spent 
on that brand went to getting George 
Clooney’s endorsement, he said. When 
I looked up, I saw that more than half of 
the tequilas covering the wall bore the 
same identical, mass-printed labels, all 
with the famous actor’s signature. How 
apropos to Red O, I thought. Bayless’ 
name, like Clooney’s, was here because 
someone paid for it. The restaurant is, at 
best, a consulting gig for Bayless. 

Marveling at the arches and the intri¬ 
cately tiled walls in the soaring dining 
room, Gustavo remarked that the design 
looked “Mediterranean meets Chap¬ 
man University”; it’s more Moorish than 
Mexican, he observed. Meanwhile, Dave 
came back from surveying the bar’s 
tequila selection. “It’s a good list,” he 


said, “especially for Orange County.” 

As we drank in the scene, Gustavo 
noticed the music wasn’t Mexican 
either. It was the Colombian salsa of 
Joe Arroyo. Though he’s an Arroyo fan, 
Gustavo quipped, “Why are high-end 
Mexican restaurants so ashamed of 
accordions and tubas?” 

Once we were seated, chips came out 
in a ceramic vessel, and with it salsas 
Dave thought were a bit salty and Gus¬ 
tavo deemed “whatever.” We asked our 
server, a Latina who spoke with a Val¬ 
ley Girl accent, for something hotter. 

She brought a habanero blend that we 
agreed was better, although too lemony. 
The guacamole sampler was served on 
an elaborate curved metal contraption; 
half of the plantain chips deposited 
below it were already stale. While they 
were decent guacamoles, they all tasted 
the same. If it weren’t for the soggy 
shishito pepper on top of the yuzu gua¬ 
camole, it would’ve been indistinguish¬ 
able from the one made with lime. 

We shared some well-fried, stretchy- 
cheese-oozing empanadas mislabeled 
as quesadillas. But Gustavo questioned 
why a man who touts Mexican authen¬ 
ticity would use Sonoma Jack instead of 
quesillo. Meanwhile, Dave sulked that 
the server left the rest of his margarita 
sitting in its ice-filled shaker. “That’s not 
going to get any stronger the longer it 
sits,” he grumbled. 

Upon tasting the aguachile, Gustavo 
shook his head. “Aguachile is supposed 
to electrify the tongue; this is a ceviche!” 
he said. 


“No, it’s a tiradito! And it’s not good,” 
Dave added. 

Both of them liked the short rib 
sopes more than I did. I found the hors 
d’oeuvre-sized masa cups filled with 
braised beef ropy and dry. 

Later, Gustavo groused at the torta 
he ordered, with bread more suited 
to media noche than bolillo. It was 
pressed flat into a pseudo-panini and 
came with salad that would be point¬ 
less to anyone except the white-haired 
ladies who lunched around us. The 
lamb chops that the waitress told us 
won Bayless the Top Chef Masters title 
were underseasoned and came with 
mole negro that tasted more like mole 
poblano to Gustavo. I winced as I ate 
the bitter sauce. “Is it supposed to 
taste like it was made with spent coffee 
grounds?” I asked Gustavo. 

As we left, I posed to my companions 
the inevitable question: Javier’s, or Red 
O? Red O, they replied, adding they 
shouldn’t have had to make the com¬ 
parison. “This was supposed to be the 
place,” Gustavo noted, “where the savior 
of Mexican cuisine finally brought its 
True flavors’ to Southern California!” 
And as we went on to better Mexican 
food in the evening, we all agreed: Back 
to Chicago with you, Rick.

H as anyone satisfactorily explained 
how Costa Mesa became such a 
focal point for great Japanese food? Why 
sushi spots are almost as common there 
as pho is in Westminster? How the city 
was able to land Marukai and NWtsum 
markets so long ago? Where ramen is 
as rarified an art form as the Balboa Bar 
on the Penninsula? I know about the 
Japanese tourists who take tour buses 
from LAX to South Coast Plaza, drop 
thousands of bucks, then get back on the 
bus to LAX and fly back home, but Costa 
Mesa's Japanese population isn't exactly 
high—^the 2010 U.S. (iensus shows its 
total Asian population is nearly 8 percent. 

Whatever: Costa Mesa gets to reap 
the benefits. And its reputation is such 
that when the wildly popular Honda-Ya 
chain of izakayas decided to open its 
first non-pub, it forsook hip spots such 
as downtowns SanTana and Fullerton 
in favor of the strip mall on Fairview 
Road that most county residents know 
for housing the Lil' Pickle sandwich 
shop and a textbook store. At Honda-Ya 
Box, the emphasis is on quick meals 
of the bento box or plate variety that 
people can order to-go or eat quickly. 

It has only been open since September, 
but the restaurant has already found 
its groove (although it's best to go just 
after the lunch rush, as the wait can be 
long then). Eaters choose from a simple 
menu—an entree, a complimentary 
bowl of miso soup, a salad and what¬ 
ever the side of the day may be, from 
enoki mushrooms to pasta salad. There 
are a couple of sushi-roll offers, but 
no sashimi or sushi bar; expect quick, 
cheap meals instead of an endless 
parade of snacks, as you'd find at its 
Honda-Ya older siblings. And though 
the meals may be prole, the tastes are 
spot-on: The Japanese curry is savory, 
expansive and sweet, while pork katsu 
crunches with a thousand crumbs. 

The owners know better than to 
stray too far from the roost, so one of 
the delights of Honda-Ya Box is finding 
the latest slip of paper that's been taped 
onto the wall or counter with the special 
of the day (or week, or month). There's 
a rainbow of musubis—from Spam to 
curry to a blue crab variety as big as a 
softball. I've seen special pot stickers, 
soups, pickled veggies—it's as varied as 
Noh drama. And best of all? You can drink 
beer or wine, the better to get you started 
as you continue the party at another spot 
in the city. Viva Costa Japan!

Aaron Anderson of Harlow’s Fine Cuisine & 

Crafted Cocktails 


W hen I inquired about Harlow’s, 

I was referred to the singularly 
named Hoover, the bar-manage¬ 
ment program contact. He referred me to 
Harlow herself, who became my liaison to 
Aaron Anderson. We talked to all three of 
them in the full version of this interview, 
found on our Stick a Fork In It blog. Below is 
our meeting with Anderson. 

OC WEEKLY: What’s on the current sea¬ 
sonal menu? 

AARON ANDERSON: With the cooler 
weather, we have been doing a lot of brais¬ 
ing. I have lamb shanks with crispy mush¬ 
rooms and mustard greens, as well as Suma¬ 
tran braised short ribs. We are also doing a 
pear dish with prosciutto and pecorino. 
Favorite places to eat: 

Here in San Juan Capistrano, Ramos House 
is one of my faves. I also like ARC in Costa 
Mesa. Smoqued in Old Towne Orange is 
great, too. Sabatino’s in Mission Viejo is a 
great spot for classic Italian. 

Culinarily speaking, Orange County has 
the best: 

Diners. They are almost always kind and 
gracious. You don’t find that anywhere. 

Per your previous work experience, how does 
the dining scene in Portland, Oregon, com¬ 
pare to Orange County? 

In Portland, diners are more interested in 
what they eat and where it came from. As 
a chef in Portland, you don’t have to hold 
back at all. Anything goes, as long as it’s 
well-prepared and sourced responsibly. 
Diners in Orange County are a little tamer, 
but I can see the broadening of OC palates 
in the near future. 

Where was your most recent meal? 

I had a pastry from Hidden House Coffee 
this morning. We buy all of our coffee from 
them. They do a great job with artisanal 
pastries and coffee. 

Your best recent food find: 

Stroopwafers. These are two thin, crispy 
waffles stuck together with sorghum 
S 3 niip—a classic Dutch sweet. They are

I also had a guest request for fish 
tacos in the middle of a Friday rush. I think 
I did it, too. 

Favorite meal growing up: 

My mom’s chicken and dumplings. That’s 
Midwestern comfort food at its finest. 

Most undervalued ingredient: 

Vinegar. There are thousands of different 
varieties, all with different acidities and 
varying degrees of sweetness. Balancing 
acidity is important in every dish. 

You’re making breakfast; what are you having? 
I love eggs. Scrambled or over-easy with 
some fresh, toasted wheat bread and a 
little butter. 

Weirdest thing you’ve ever eaten: 

The hundred-year-old egg. It’s a chicken 
egg that has been allowed to ferment under¬ 
ground for a long time. It is black and gooey 
and not pleasant at all. 

Let’s discuss the tuna tartare. 

The tuna was a collaboration with my sous 
chef, one of my cooks and myself We take 
diced tuna, house-made sriracha, mint, 
pomegranate and ginger syrup, and mix. It 
is topped with tobiko [flying fish roe] and a 
quail egg yolk. We fry thin slices of taro root 
into chips and serve those as the plate-to- 
mouth delivery method. It is one of our best- 
regarded dishes.

ushi for vegans” is almost 
I always an oxymoron. So is 
the phrase “Thai sushi.” As is 
“overzealous excitement about eating sushi.” 
But somewhere along an inhumanly wide 
stretch of Pacific Coast Highway in Long 
Beach—as it curves south in its route to 
Orange County—lies the original small shack 
where animal-free and Southeast Asian culi¬ 
nary ideals became incorporated into one 
delightfully bizarre sushi menu. 

As it’s attached to a dated one-story motel 
that may or may not still be in business, it’s 
easy to pass by Sushi Studio without a sec¬ 
ond thought. I didn’t discover it until years 
after moving to town, and soon after that, a 



fire engulfed the kitchen, forcing a closure 
and renovation. Once inside the updated 
eatery, though, the sheer shock value of the 
creative food offerings and Sushi Studio’s 
rotation of day-long deals create a party 
atmosphere that permeates the place. Tell 
the staff it’s your birthday, and the dining 
room turns into a techno nightclub while a 
J-Pop version of “Happy Birthday” thumps 
around you. 

The menu starts with the normal-enough 
stuff—sushi, sashimi, teriyaki bento boxes 
and hand rolls—then quickly transforms into 
what Sushi Studio is known for: more than 
30 crazy custom rolls, a dozen imaginative 
specialties, and vegan desserts that include

roti pancakes and fried bananas. I find the 
mark of a truly visionary sushi place is in 
its house-created rolls, and with a tropi¬ 
cal Thai twist added into every dish. Sushi 
Studio makes some of Long Beach’s most 
artistic. I mean, everyone can do a Rainbow 
or a California Roll, but only at Sushi Studio 
can you order a Sunrise On Sunset (S.O.S.) 
Roll (spicy shrimp, crab and avocado topped 
with tuna and Thai chili sauce) or a vegan 
Yellow Submarine Roll, which tops a Veg¬ 
gie Tempura Roll with mango slices and a 
sweet brown sauce for a meat-free Japanese 
take on sticky mango rice. During lunch, 
$8.95 specials provide four different ways 
to mix-and-match hand and cut rolls with a 
confusing-at-first-glance setup that asks you 
to choose each part of your three-roll meal 
from selected ones listed in columns. Basics 
from spicy scallop and shrimp tempura rolls 
can be combined with special rolls such as 
the Las Vegas (eel atop shrimp tempura), 
In-N-Out (shrimp and crab topped with 
shrimp) or Sexy Girl (spicy mayo and jala- 
peno topped with mango). And each meal 
comes with miso soup and salad. 

Not interested in making any major flavor 
decisions midday? Other $8.95 lunch deals 
give six pieces of assorted sashimi or sushi 
that are generously cut and—surprisingly for 
the price—don’t skimp on the fish quality. 
Now, rumor has it that Sushi Studio’s same 
adventurous menu is also available at the 
owner’s other restaurants—39 Degrees on 
Redondo and 7th and I Luv Sushi in Lake- 
wood—but I’ll forever be loyal to the unas¬ 
suming motel-adjacent sushi bar that serves 
bold rolls for vegans and meat eaters alike.

Superthief examines history-making Laguna Niguel bank heist

O n March 24,1972, a burglary crew 
from Youngstown, Ohio, entered 
the United California Bank (UCB) 
branch in Laguna Niguel through a hole 
blown in the roof with dynamite, cracked 
open the steel vault door and popped open 
safety-deposit boxes before leaving unde¬ 
tected with $30 million (or more) in cash, 
bonds and jewelry. 

It was the largest bank burglary in the 
world at the time, yet one that I had never 
heard of despite having summered in the 
70s at my aunt and uncle’s home about 
two blocks from the UCB’s Monarch Bay 
Plaza location. But I now know way more 
about the crime thanks to the zippy docu¬ 
mentary Superthief: Inside America’s Big¬ 
gest Bank Score. 

Speaking with the Weekly by phone 
from his Manhattan Beach home, director 
Tommy Reid mentions the UCB burglary 
has been the subject of true-crime shows 
and nostalgic media stories, many of which 
(including The Orange County Register) 
report Richard Nixon’s slush fund was the 
target. “That is totally inaccurate,” Reid says. 
“The criminals and the FBI will tell you they 
wanted nowhere near that bank. That bank 
was farther south, in San Clemente, and it 


had constant eyeballs on it. I wanted this 
movie to debunk that myth.” 

He may get two chances to do so. Reid 
spun his Cleveland mafia documentary 
Danny Greene: The Rise and Fall of the Irish¬ 
man into a feature film he produced. Kill the 
Irishman. He says he’s hard at work laying 
the same path for Superthief and plans to 
shoot the feature in Orange County. 

OC WEEKLY:/ have lived in Orange County 
for decades, used to buy toys at a drugstore 
that was in the same shopping center as the 
UCB bank, and had still never heard about 
this crime. 

TOMMY REID: I think you never heard 
about it because it was a very big embar¬ 
rassment to Orange County and the Laguna 
Niguel area, especially to the police and FBI. 
So they really wanted to cover it up as much 
as possible. 

The film claims some victims whose safety- 
deposit boxes were broken into wanted to 
keep the burglary quiet also for tax purposes. 
Absolutely. I think during that time period, 
those individuals didn’t want to expose 
what was in them for the government’s sake 
and Uncle Sam. That’s why they were very 
hush-hush about it and kept it to a mini¬ 


mum what the details were. 

So how did you come across this story? 

I heard about it on the set of Kill the Irish¬ 
man. It was the first, big feature film based 
on a book by Rick Porrello [author of To Kill 
the Irishman], and he told me how he was 
writing a book about the biggest bank heist 
in US. history [Superthief: A Master Burglar, 
the Mafia and the Biggest Bank Heist in US. 
History]. Rick mentioned how the lead sub¬ 
ject was still alive and willing to discuss how 
it all went down. That was a catalyst for me 
to do a lot more research. 

/ could not figure out why your lead subject, 
Phil Christopher, was so open. Is he seeking 
fame as the superthief? 

No, I think that his motivation was he 
wanted the story to be told accurately. He 
saw what I did with another famous story 
from the Cleveland area. He trusted me 
from what I told about Danny Greene. He 
knew I would tell all sides of the story, not 
just his, but how the government and police 
took down the criminals. I don’t glorify 
what he did, but I might show empathy and 
show how crime does not pay and that there 
is no honor among thieves. 

Like a policeman you interview on camera, I 
caught a little glimmer in Christopher’s eye 


that made me wonder if he has another heist 
in him. 

Yeah, that’s what the cop said: Phil Christo¬ 
pher is still capable of committing any crime 
he wants to do. From the law-enforcement 
side, once a criminal, always a criminal. I 
think Phil did his time and just wants to 
enjoy the rest of the years he has left. Spend¬ 
ing more than half of your life in jail, I hope 
that person learns his lesson. 

There definitely seems to be a feature film 
in this. 

There is, no doubt. It’s happening. The 
script has been written, I am meeting with a 
very A-list actor today, and I have an Oscar- 
winning producing partner. We should have 
the money in by the end of the year. 

Could any filming be done in Orange County? 
Absolutely. My vision as a director for the 
feature is, as soon as possible, start filming 
[exteriors] in Cleveland and the Laguna- 
Orange coastline to show the beauty it has 
to offer.

With Jack Ryan: Shadow Recruit, the 
latest entry in the somewhat patchy 
canon of Tom Clancy adaptations, 
Kenneth Branagh enters more real¬ 
istic territory than his blockbuster 
Thor—provided your idea of realism 
is elastic enough to embrace the 
adventures of a dutiful young CIA 
agent who races the clock to stop a 
megalomaniacal Russian financier 
from blowing up Wall Street. This spy 
flick is half silliness, half swagger, but 
Branagh's arms-akimbo impudence 
as a director makes it work. Chris 
Pine plays Jack Ryan, a promising 
young student at the London School 
of Economics until 9-11 changes 
everything. He joins the Marines and 
barely survives a chopper crash in 
Afghanistan, coming close to losing 
the use of his legs. Luckily, a young 
doctor-in-training at his rehab orders 
him to "Walk, damn it!" or words to 
that effect. And since she's played by 
Keira Knightley—a woman with the 
eyes of a seductress and the jawline 
of an adorable baby shark—he dares 
not disobey. Meanwhile, CIA elder 
William Harper (Kevin Costner, now 
in full-on silver-fox mode) recruits 
Ryan to work as a plant at a Wall 
Street firm, keeping an eye out for 
hinky funds transfers that could sig¬ 
nal terrorist activity. Ryan accepts, 
eventually heading to Moscow for a 
field assignment, where he crashes 
a thug's head into a hotel bidet. 
Branagh orchestrates all this with 
Zeus-like aplomb: Bodies fly, taking 


chunks out of plaster, and Ryan is 
visibly shaken by his first kill—the 
weight of what he's done hits us just 
when it hits him. Pine is a Jack Ryan 
whose patriotism isn't likely to over¬ 
ride his conscience. (PG) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

THE NUT JOB It makes sense that 
The Nut Job has more nut-related 
jokes, puns, and entendres than other 
films less concerned with squirrels. 
But a running count yields only 13, 
including the title—a stingy number, 
considering the film's proliferation 
of opportunities, including a climax 
hinging on nuts in sacks. This ani¬ 
mated feature's script doesn't shy 
away from low-hanging fruit, though, 
indulging in slapstick, wacky voices, 
and wildlife-themed insult humor, but 
the filmmakers really threw off their 
restraints with the animals' exuber¬ 
ant, beefy farting. Surly Squirrel (Will 
Arnett) sees himself as an antihero, 
plundering nut stands for his winter 
stash during a lean year when the 
other animals in Oakton Park are 
expecting to starve. After accidentally 
destroying the small supply of food 
stockpiled by the squirrels, raccoons, 
moles, and other urbanized woodland 
critters. Surly is banished from the 
park and has to make his way on the 
city's mean, rat-infested streets. He 
discovers a lifetime supply of food at 
a nut shop beneath which the film's 
bad guys are digging a tunnel into 
the vault of a nearby bank, and the 
two heists coincide. The film's visuals 
evoke 1940s urban America, with vin¬ 
tage cabs, fedora-wearing wise guys, 
Irish cops, and low-browed palookas.

RIDE ALONG Forget going soft— Ride 
Along proves Ice Cube's got bigger 
image problems than kiddie movies 
and Coors Light commercials.

"Fuck tha Police" grew up to play a 
cop. It's that the rapper and activist 
who recorded 1992's The Predator, a 
furious album about the Rodney King 
attack, is now embracing exactly the 
kind of violent, entitled, civil-rights- 
crushing cop he once demonized. 
Director Tim Story and his four-man 
screenwriting team think the height of 
hilarity is Ice Cube smacking around 
civilians. Like Observe and Report, 
this ego-tripping law enforcer is cyni¬ 
cism disguised as comedy. The only 
difference is Seth Rogen knew his 
character was an asshole meathead. 
Cube is convinced he's the hero. I bet 
kids who've been stopped and frisked 
will crack up when he threatens to 
falsely accuse a boy of assaulting a 
police officer. Maybe they'll double 
over during the scene where he 
shrugs off the shooting of an unarmed 
man. You know who wouldn't smile 
at that? Young Ice Cube. For what it's 
worth, his Atlanta detective has two 
problems, and a conscience about 
ignoring the rules of engagement 
ain't one. First, the force is sick of 
him pursuing an unknown mastermind 
named Omar, and second, his sister 
(Tika Sumpter) is engaged to marry a 
5-foot-2 high school security guard 
(Kevin Hart) who Cube grumbles is 
"about a chromosome away from 
being a midget." When Hart con¬ 
vinces his brother-in-law-to-be to let 
him tag along for a day. Ride Along 
shifts into cruise control as just 
another cop comedy. But here, the 
joke's on us.

AUGUST: OSAGE COUNTY Without 
big truth-telling scenes, grand, great- 
lady, Meryl Streep-type actors would 
be out of work. Hell, Meryl Streep 
would be out of work. But for now, 
at least, August: Osage County, John 
Wells' film adaptation of Tracy Letts' 
Pulitzer Prize-winning Broadway 
hit, keeps her out of the bread line. 
Streep plays Vi Weston, the pill- 
gobbling matriarch of an Oklahoma 
plains family who can't open her 
mouth without some version of her 
idea of the truth popping out: Women 
get uglier as they age; children who 
leave home to lead their own lives are 
ungrateful wretches; and so forth. In 
the big dinner-table scene—because 
that's where the biggest truth bombs 
always get dropped—Vi, hopped up 
on pills, presides over her motley 
brood with cruel, woozy authority, 
her terrible mouth motoring on. Vi 
rules the roost, just as Streep rules 
the scene. No other performer—not 
Julia Roberts, not Chris Cooper, not 
Ewan McGregor—can get in her 
way. August: Osage County, bitterly 
funny in some places and numbingly 
earnest in others, is just too much 
Streep. But all is not lost. Some of her 
fellow actors are resourceful enough 
to reconstruct themselves after being 
obliterated. Roberts comes off as 
the most relaxed performer here, the 


one who keeps pulling the story back 
into the territory of movies. She has 
the face, and the presence, for it: 
bone structure that fills up the frame 
but doesn't knock it out of joint, an 
easy way of laughing that can also 
betray depths of bitterness, and those 
impossibly liquid eyes. Unlike Streep, 
she makes it look easy. (R) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

DUMBBELLS For a vanity project writ¬ 
ten by its two hunky male leads, 
Christopher Livingston's gym-based 
comedy Dumbbells is surprisingly 
sweet at its core. Granted, we're liv¬ 
ing in a post-Pa/n & Gain world, so 
any movie about gym culture made by 
people who aren't utter misanthropes 
is a breath of fresh air, but Dumbbells 
manages to be pleasant and largely 
inoffensive despite early indications 
that it might turn into a T&A-fest. 
Working at a run-down gym, failed 
college basketball player Chris (Brian 
Drolet) clashes with the gym's new 
owner, former male model Jack 
(former male model Hoyt Richards, 
recently seen in Showgirls 2: Penny's 
from Heaven), who intends to turn the 
gym into a reality show. Sitcom com¬ 
plications arise when Chris falls in 
love with Jack's niece Rachel (Taylor 
Cole), but the bro-centric Dumbbells 
is mostly about Chris and Jack's 
relationship—the female characters 
are largely stereotypes—and screen¬ 
writers Drolet and Richards do have 
good onscreen chemistry. "Walking 
on Sunshine" is used twice without 
irony, and the obligatory T&A and 
gay-panic jokes are both kept to a 
relative minimum, though there's one 
shockingly anti-Semitic gag that even 
Pain & Gain director Michael Bay 
might have considered too broad. It's 
far from perfect (or even Perfect), but 
Dumbbells is better than it looks, and 
it means well. (Not Rated) Sherilyn 
Connelly.

THE INVISIBLE WOMAN A tale of love 
complicated—if not thwarted—by 
prior responsibilities, intractable bar¬ 
riers, and the rigid high-society norms 
that frustrate its Victorian characters' 
attempts to live as they so desper¬ 
ately want. The Invisible Woman 
finds Ralph Fiennes proving as adept 
behind the camera as he is in front of 
it. Fiennes' film, his second as direc¬ 
tor, examines the secret love affair 
between Charles Dickens (Fiennes) 
and young actress Nelly Ternan 
(Felicity Jones), with a script based 
on Claire Tomalin's nonfiction study of 
the affair. The story comes in flash¬ 
backs: Nelly remembering the bond 
she shared with the great author 
when she was just 18, a relationship 
that began after she and her sisters, 
guided by her protective mother (a 
captivating Kristin Scott Thomas), 
acted alongside Dickens in his 
playwright-friend Wilkie Collins' (Tom 
Hollander) production of The Frozen 
Deep. Trapped in a loveless marriage 
to Catherine (Joanna Scanlan), a 
loyal and resilient woman who glares 
at her husband with adoration and 
distrust, Charles sees in Nelly vibrant 
beauty and intelligence. Despite 
their incompatible positions and 
obligations, feeling soon blossoms 
between them, even as it becomes 
increasingly clear that acting upon 
it will result in misery for themselves 
and their loved ones. The Invisible 
Woman is poignantly attuned to its 
characters' sorrow—born from thorny 
circumstances that have no suitable 
resolution. That's in large part thanks 
to Fiennes' artistry as a filmmaker. 

He employs a magnificent classical 
touch, repeatedly fixating on the 
image of the independent, adult Nelly 
walking furiously along a windswept 


beach. His direction is precise and 
passionate, as are the performances. 
Jones gives a star-making turn full of 
subtle sorrow and strength. (R) Nick 
Schager.

LONE SURVIVOR Here's a movie that'll 
flop in Kabul. Lone Survivor, the latest 
by Battleship director Peter Berg, is 
a jingoistic snuff film about a Navy 
SEAL squadron outgunned by the 
Taliban in the mountainous Kunar 
province. After four soldiers—played 
with muscles and machismo by 
Mark Wahiberg, Taylor Kitsch, Emile 
Hirsch, and Ben Foster—get ID'd 
by Afghan goat herders, they're in 
a race to climb the nearest summit 
and summon an airlift before these 
civilians can alert local leader Ahmad 
Shah. It doesn't go well. Berg's flick 
is based on the memoir by sole 
evacuee Marcus Luttrell (played 
by Wahiberg)—and that's only a 
spoiler if you've ignored the title; 
Luttrell didn't exactly write his book. 
Rather than sitting in front of a word 
processor, he was back in action in 
Iraq. Instead, the Navy hired novelist 
Patrick Robinson, who, among other 
embellishments, upped the number 
of enemy Taliban fighters from 10 to 
200. Hey, whatever—those aliens 
in Battleship weren't real, either. 

The near-wordless second half is a 
deadly dubstep of bullets and snare 
drums punctuated with the occa¬ 
sional curse. And the film actually 
gets worse when the guys open their 
mouths. When they debate whether 
to kill the three goat herders who've 
stumbled onto their hiding place, 
Foster grabs a teenager and insists, 
"That's death.

PARANORMAL ACTIVITY: THE

white suburban people who fall prey 
to movie ghosts and demons. That's 
why it was a stroke of genius to set 
Paranormal Activity: The Marked 
Ones in a semi-urban Latino neigh¬ 
borhood, a place where multiple gen¬ 
erations of family often live under the 
same roof, where your neighbors are 
so close, you can hear them through 
the vents in your bedroom. The first 
half of The Marked Ones is lively 
enough, and funny enough, to work 
on its own merits.

Meanwhile, that witchy 
downstairs neighbor is murdered, and 
when Jesse and Hector break into her 
apartment, they find stuff like crude 
cow figurines and possible bonelike 
objects—though none of that stops 
them from trying to turn the space 
into a love shack when they meet two 
local hotties at a party. There's no 
formal logic as to why the characters 
are filming the found footage, and 
on the sliding scale of shaky-cam 
standards. The Marked Ones is really 
shaky. Bring Dramamine, or a barf 
bag. The big problem is the picture's 
tone: In the second half, specifically. 
The Marked Ones is nastier and more 
mean-spirited than any of the other 
Paranormals.

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Four Shades of Fascism 

CAC Gallery’s ‘Sale Island’ offers an intriguing take on the legacy of de Sade

T he Marquis de Sade was rotting 
away in the Bastille of pre-revo¬ 
lutionary France when he wrote 
one of his first pornographic novels, 120 
Days of Sodom. A mind-boggling litany 
of sexual perversion, the plot is about 
a foursome of wealthy French elite—a 
Judge, a Bishop, a Banker and a Cardi¬ 
nal—who kidnap a group of boys and 
girls, take them to an isolated castle, and 
then humiliate, rape and murder them. 
Heinous masturbatory material that it 
is, it’s also a grimly funny social com¬ 
mentary, with the degenerate Marquis 
pointing fingers at fellow travelers in his 
own social class, people who were doing 
things he only fantasized about. 

In 1975, Marxist Italian filmmaker Pier 
Paolo Pasolini used the infamous book as 
source material for his film Salo, or the 120 
Days of Sodom, considered by many critics 
the most controversial movie of all time. 
Changing the setting from France to the 
last Fascist holdout of Mussolini’s Italy, 
Pasolini’s film doesn’t have the Marquis’ 
mordant sense of humor; playing things 
deadly serious, the bold visualization of 
the novel’s atrocities turns the political 
tract into cinema’s first torture porn. 

Shortly before the film’s release, Paso¬ 
lini was brutally murdered, supposedly 
by a teenage male prostitute who ran 
over him with his own car on a desolated 
beach. Believed at the time to be a sex 
deal gone bad, the murderer (who had 
right-wing ties) has since recanted his 
confession, claiming Pasolini was assas¬ 
sinated for his politics, as well as his open 
homosexuality. Fascists apparently don’t 
take kindly to portrayals of themselves as 
ass-licking, shit-eating, child murderers. 

There isn’t a single moment of anal 
rape in Mexican video artist Yoshua 
Okon’s acerbic take on de Sade and 
Pasolini, “Salo Island,” a two-film instal¬ 


lation running until March 15 at UC 
Irvine’s CAC Gallery. Save the source 
light from the four screens the films are 
simultaneously playing on (one on one 
screen, the second on three others), the 
CAC is pitch-black—disconcertingly so. 
Stepping from the lit hallway into the 
dark space is a mind wipe. The feeling? 
Immediate dread. 

The first screen at right is a shot of a 
stretch of beach, with not a soul in sight, 
lit so just the sand is visible. Foot inden¬ 
tations and tire tracks can be made out, 
but nothing else; the splash of water at 
ocean’s edge can be heard, but it’s hid¬ 
den in blackness. Without warning, the 
camera jumps violently, and a car motor 
rages. The effect—mimicking what Paso¬ 
lini’s last moments may have looked like 
from inside the car, complete with the 
thump and jerk as the car hits and runs 
over something large—is deeply unset¬ 
tling. Not a drop of blood is visible, but 
the murder it references and the loud, 
uncomfortable soundtrack jarringly 
makes this scary as fuck. 

The sickening thuds and gunned motor 
can be heard intermittently throughout 
the multi-projection of the second film, 
adding to its subtle tension: On a triptych 
of screens, we’re in another car, this time 
gliding quietly through the late-night 
environs of Fashion Island. An isolated, 
oddly erotic bastion of light and shadow, 
bluntly wasting energy late at night, the 
glowing storefronts and corporate brand 
names in between the slips of black 
feels decidedly funereal. The camera in 
Pasolini’s film is mostly stationary, rarely 
moving, refusing to cut away from its in- 
your-face horror show; while Okon is not 
directly quoting Pasolini here, the expen¬ 
sive sedans prowling poor areas of town 
for sexual cannon fodder comes to mind, 
as Okon’s three screens (and three camera 


angles) surround your field of vision, put¬ 
ting you in the predator’s seat. The slow- 
motion travel allows us to take in every 
detail: Bloomingdale’s, Neiman Marcus, 
Forever 21, even the Barnes & Noble Cafe 
Bakery has an opaque, dull gold chill to 
it, the shine on the Irvine Co.’s manufac¬ 
tured Eden permanently tarnished. 

The most overt link to Pasolini are 
Okon’s shots of the naked slave dogs— 
nude human beings on their hands and 
knees, barking and yipping for scraps- 
being “walked” on a leash. The Italian 
filmmaker’s brutalized beauties aren’t 
slim and attractive in Okon’s take; they’re 
gray-haired, bloated with the years, teth¬ 
ered to a younger man dressed in khakis 
and a blue sweater. Newport Beach prep, 
to be sure, but he also looks like any 
number of salesmen at your local big-box 
superstore, the geriatric “animals” still 
society’s bitch, chained to him as they 
sniff out something to fill their saggy guts. 
Walking past such corporate logos as the 
multinational Chase Bank, one thinks of 
such multiheaded demon dogs as Cer¬ 
berus guarding Hell. 

Fashion Island’s own fetishistic aspects 
bring to mind images and ideas from the 
film and novel: the fortress-like walls, 
elitism, perfectly manicured medians 
of vegetation, the servants at your beck 
and call, the conspicuous consumption, 
conformity, expensive junk food and the 
overwhelming whiteness, the castle’s 
denizens blithely unaware of the eco¬ 
nomic war going on just outside. 

Leave it to a Mexican to remind us why 
the popular nickname of the shopping 
center is Fascist Island.

It’s About Time 

Young the Giant discuss growing pains on their sophomore album

T WO weeks before the release 
of their sophomore effort, 
Mind Over Matter, the mem¬ 
bers of Young the Giant were in 
need of a vacation. For the past year, 
the Irvine natives have been care¬ 
fully crafting the follow-up to their 
self-titled debut, which was a sur¬ 
prise hit, spawning two Gold singles 
in “My Body” and “Cough Syrup,” 
both of which can still be heard reg¬ 
ularly on rock radio more than three 
years after their release. 

Two and a half years, four houses 
and six tours later, the band are 
overdue for some relaxation. The 
pressure Young the Giant put on 
themselves was greater than any 
pushing by their label. Fueled By 
Ramen, especially with the leeway 
granted them after having a hit 
record. They hunkered down in a 
house in Rancho Palos Verdes, 45 
minutes away from any potential 
distraction, and worked with pro¬ 
ducer Justin Meldal-Johnsen (Tegan 
and Sara, Paramore, M83), who has 


also played with Nine Inch Nails 
and Beck, to get the songs to a place 
where all five members would be 
not only satisfied, but also proud of 
the end result. 

“Working with [Meldal-Johnsen] 
was freeing; he taught us to soak 
in what we do without judgment, 
unapologetically,” singer Sameer 
Gadhia says. “Our first record with 
Joe Chiccarelli was more of a lOI on 
being a recording artist. This time was 
taking some of what we learned and 
fondly throwing it out the window.” 

This doesn’t mean there weren’t 
some problems along the way. The 
group suffered a case of writer’s 
block, something that can afflict and 
harm even the most seasoned outfit. 
They also developed an Axl Rose¬ 
like obsession, poring over the tini¬ 
est of details in every song. But after 
hundreds of hours of mixing. Young 
the Giant played the final mix to a 
select group of friends and contem¬ 
poraries, who collectively gave the 
band a thumbs-up.

and suck down a few beers. But when 
a great idea popped up, things could 
come together in as fast as 15 minutes, 
and those hours of struggling would be 
in Young the Giant’s rearview mirror. 

If fans are expecting more of the 
same sonically, then they may be sur¬ 
prised. Influenced by musicians ranging 
from Radiohead to D’Angelo, with a bit 
of David Bowie and the Talking Heads 
sprinkled in. Mind Over Matter is a step 
forward for the band. “This record was 
a lot of experimentation, but also of 
reconnection, getting back to who we 
are without all the cache that comes 
with it,” Gadhia says. “The most freeing 
and scariest thing about life is our inde¬ 
pendence and how the choices we make 
directly affect everything around us.” 

Originally known to many in Orange 
County as the Jakes, the transforma¬ 
tion to Young the Giant was made when 
the band signed with hard-rock label 
Roadrunner in 2009. They’ve since split 
with Roadrunner and moved to Fueled 
By Ramen, best-known for its associa- 


cisco. At each show, they played a few 
new songs, allowing the band, who 
pride themselves on giving a strong live 
performance, a setting to experiment 
and feel out what the songs needed 
before putting the finishing touches on 
Mind Over Matter. 

But that title isn’t just a catchy name 
for the band. It encapsulates their 
frame of mind and attitude during the 
arduous recording process. “The title 
track was the first song we wrote after 
the writer’s block,” Gadhia says. “It 
captures the solipsism of youth, that 
power of naivete conquering all, which 
fits the idea of Young the Giant—and 
the roots of this band.” 

So far, the response has been posi¬ 
tive. The album’s first single, “It’s 
About Time,” hit No. 8 on U.S. alt-rock 
radio charts. 

For a newer band, having early suc¬ 
cess can be a blessing and a curse. 
Young the Giant are no different. But 
what has been most important to the 
band is their growth as recording art¬ 
ists. Despite the difficult moments 
while trying to delicately balance their 
continued mainstream success with a 
sound that remains true to the band, 
Gadhia is proud of Mind Over Matter. 

“There will always be things you 
wished you ‘woulda, shoulda, coulda,”’ 
he says, “but now, after some space 
from the record, we feel happy, satis¬ 
fied, and ready to tackle all that is and 
isn’t to come.”

N ilu Madadi crashed the local music scene 
two years ago with the underground 
hit "Sing for You." The YouTube video of her 
performing the sultry, breathy piano ballad at 
the Noise Coalition in Costa Mesa went viral, 
and flocks of new fans gravitated to a new, 

OC songwriting talent. But as all the newfound 
attention came to Nilu, she retreated. 

"There was a lot that happened after'Sing 
for You' that kept me away from my piano," 
she says. "I became a bit too critical of myself 
and my songwriting. It was pretty exhausting." 

Long before the singer blew up, she threw 
up. At an early age, her mother had exposed 
her to Persian classical music and poetry. 

She remembers performing in a piano recital 
"when I was, like, 5," Nilu says. She was 
so nervous she puked. As she got older, the 
retching continued. "I sang forthe first time in 
front of a few people at an open mic at Gad- 
getbox Studios in Santa Cruz when I was 21 
and dry heaved before. I'm a mess." 

But for now, Nilu's nerves seem under 
control. When she recently graced stages at 
the Pacific Amphitheatre in Costa Mesa and 
the City National Grove of Anaheim, her long, 
slender fingers trekked across the piano keys 
as she crooned her emotionally charged lyr¬ 


ics, and between songs, she cracked jokes 
with the crowd. 

Overcoming personal struggles during the 
past year provided the creative crucible for 
Dichotomy, Nilu's much-anticipated debut EP 
The four-track effort is anchored by "Break¬ 
down," a pensive piano ballad positioned to 
keep her musical momentum going two years 
after first gaining recognition. 

"For me, songwriting comes most easily 
when I'm feeling an extreme," Nilu says. "I 
was in a real shit hole when I wrote 'Break¬ 
down,' and the only thing I knew to do was to 
go to my piano and figure it out." 

Climbing out of it through musical expres¬ 
sion, Nilu and her band mates prepared 
to hitthe studio. "We have worked really 
hard to bring these songs to life," she says. 
"As a band, we had never dissected those 
songs so deeply." The meticulous approach 
is evident. Forthe intro to "Someday," Nilu 
plucks an acoustic guitar before rocking out 
with a crunching chorus. Various stringed 
instruments accentuate Dichotomy's expertly 
crafted arrangements. 

The debut recording also allowed her to 
return to the song that kick-started it all. Nilu 
brought "Sing for You" into the studio, layering 
vocals and changing pitches. "There's a way 
heavier climax and outro with the drums and 
guitar at the end that I think sounds super- 
tasty," she says. 

"I'm definitely looking forward to people 
hearing other songs I wrote," Nilu continues. 

"I wouldn't want one song to define me as an 
artist, but I understand the concept that there 
needs to be one song for people to hear and 
connect to, and if they connect to that song, 
hopefully, they will take the time to listen to the 
rest of you." 

Nilu is beyond that self-described 
intense period of confusion, inconsisten¬ 
cies and hyper-analysis, and she is ready 
forthe next step. 

"Ittook me a minute to leave all that behind 
and stay present with what was important," 
she says.

uck the 49ers!” bellowed the 
guy in a Packers shirt as he burst 
I through the back doors of the 
13th Frame Lounge with a girl in a Packers 
jersey and toddler in tow. “Give me two shots 
and a pitcher of Bud Light,” he announced to 
the bar. Even-keeled Jan asked what kind of 
shots. “Anything,” he replied. 

His woman walked several paces behind 
him, wheeling a bowling bag. Which cer¬ 
tainly would be an odd thing to bring to a 
cocktail lounge were this ’60s-style hangout 
not attached to the legendary La Habra 300
